The law was 
before congress nearly three years and 
was discussed fully and fairly; about 
one hundred and forty columns of the 
Congressional Record occupied in de­ 
bates upon the question stand as un­ 
im peachable evidence that the charge 
of a “ ¡»muggled-through” law is utter­ 
ly false. 


The Populist false cry that silver 
was demonetized in 1873 is the basis 
of the silver craze, and there was never 
uttered by the most unprincipled dem­ 
agogues a more baseless charge. 
The 
law originated in a desire to revise the 
minting law for the purpose of coining 
small silver coins to take the place of 
the postal currency used for a dozen 
years and which had become so m util­ 
ated and dirty as to be a nuisance as a 
currency. 
The much abused law of 
1*73, passed for the purpose of coining 
small silver change, was needed. W hen 
the law first came before Congress no 
mention was made of the silver dollar 
for the simple reason that no one sup­ 
posed such money was needed or de' 
sired. 
The one dollar greenback had 
taken its place, if it really ever had a 
place. 
The same idea prevailed in 
1853, when a law was passed for the 
-ame purpose—to revise the coinage 
law. 
At that time, twenty years before

a bout 004 13. ('., or ha lf a century be- 
foie Confucius. He introduced tlx word 
Ta o, “ w a y ,” for the idea of divinity , 
w hich previously w a s confused w ith the 
visible* sky (Seha ng-ti). 
T a o is the e le ­ 
ment from w hich every thing comes a nd 
to w hich every thing returns. 
La o-tseu 
a lso ta ught tha t the depa rture ol 
the 
soul from the body w a s no disa ster for 
u s. But he w a s too va gue to be a con­ 
vincing r< former. ( \ nfueius w a s not a n 
origina l thinker like La o-tseu ; he culled 
wha t he liked from the olds r writers, 
a nd a llow ed people to bebí ve wha t they 
ch< se.

The co st o f sto pping a train o f cars 
| is a lwa ys been a subject o f discussio n, 
md it is so metimes wo rth the inquiry 
i f railro ad men. 
Estima tes o f ihe co st 
have ranged fro m o ne-quarter o f a cent 
up to $2 fo r sto pping an o rdinary pas­ 
senger train. 
The small figure repre­ 
sented o nly the estimated lo ss o f metal 
by applying the brake to the wheel. 
So me o f the real co nsideratio n« that go 
to make up the co st o f a sto p are the 
co al burned while the train is standing 
still, and in o rder to resume the fo rmer 
gpeed— this the Pennsylva nia railro ad 
peo ple put at 12 to 15 cents. Then there 
are the wa ges o f all perso ns o n the train, 
who , w hile the train slo ws do wn and 
sto ps, are paid as if the train were run­ 
ning. 
This is insignifica nt in the case 
o f o ne perso n, but it amo unts to so me­ 
thing when the* who le fo rce is co nsid­ 
ered; besides this, there* is the wear o f 
the rails. 
A rail lasts o nly a third as 
lo ng w h ere trains co me to a sto p o n it 
as when merely run o ver. 
Tins is the 
result o f the actio n o f the brakes. Then, 
to o , mo re accidents o eeur to engines, to 
wheels and to axles in co ming to a sto p 
o r in starting again than with running 
right alo ng. 
The Railro ad Gazette repo rted a dis­ 
cussio n so me years ago o n this subject, 
in which the co nclusio n is reached that 
the actual co st o f sto pping an o rdinary 
train is abo ut 30 to 60 cents. An amus­ 
ing sto ry is to ld o f a trial where experts 
testify that it co st $2 to sto p a train. 
They established the fart. 
Then the 
co unsel o n the o ther side pro duced the 
co mpa ny’s time table, with a full list 
o f all the sto ps, including statio ns, to o k 
the to tal number o f its trains, ca lcula t­ 
ed the to tal sto ppage« o f all the trains 
fo r o ne year, multiplying the result by 
i $2— the experts’ estimate o f co st,— and 
demo nstrated tha t the sto ppages alo ne 
had, if the estimate was right, co st the 
co mpany three times as much as the en­ 
tire amo unt o f its o perating expenses fo r 
the year. This reductio n to a so lid basis 
! o f fact upset the $2 theo ry.— Phila del­ 
phia Item.
